TRUE STORY OF DEATH. 


The true story of how Gen. Braddock 


v.as killed is here set down for the first 
time as it c ame from my grandfather, who 
remembered old Tom Faucet well.

How Firm Got Into Railroad Game 


Running south and west from El Paso to Tucson 


in Arizona and from El Paso northeast to a point 
near the eastern state line of New Mexico are what 
are known as the respective two railroads: El Paso 
and Southwestern and El Paso and Northeastern. 
Phelps Dodge & Co., a wealthy mining and banking 
firm, own the two roads. This firm has long con- 
ducted a profitable mining business in Arizona, New 
Mexico and in Mexico near its northern 
border. 


Phelps Dodge & Co. formerly did a great deal of 
freight business with the late C. P. Huntington over 
his Southern Pacific in Arizona and New Mexico. 
They quarreled over rates and other matters. It 
was a bitter falling out. Phelps once told Hunting- 
ton in his New York office: 


"I want better treatment or my firm will build 


into your territory from El Paso." 


Huntington did not know his man for once and 


This is how Phelps, Dodge & Co. got into the 


railroad business. Several years ago the firm ar- 
ranged that tne Rock Island should use its lines. 
This is why both concerns run trains as far as 
Tucson. 


Now with Schumacher in command of the big 


combination for Phelps, Dodge & Co. it will not be 
surprising one of these days to see the Phelps, Dodge 
and Rock Island system come west from Tucson and 
enter both San Diego and Los Angeles. E. H. Harri- 
man foresaw this extension as an extreme possi- 
bility and was afraid of it during his lifetime. His 
successors evidently are not worrying, deeming some 
such improvement inevitable in the course of a few 
years. Should the Southern Pacific eventually lose 
the Central Pacific, it will in fact fall back more and 
more on the Rock Island combine as an Eastern con- 
nection. •

We arc enamored of movement. W« look witlf Approval jipon the 


continual speeding up of human life, for wo feel th»t mo we enter mo»t 
fully Into living. And if we were suddenly asked: for definitions vr« 
should probably gay that movement is life, and life Is movement Not 
only is It currently held that the reality of the physical and the mental 
life is bound up -with change, but also the moral 
realm is supposed to tie subject to constant move- 
ment. . Ctnce it was held that rixed standards domi- 
nated the moral life, but novr the fixed Ideal seema 
a. kind of 'tyranny aa if it were the subjection of th« 
living prebent to the dead past. 


At first all the dependence upon movement seema 


clear gain, for so there are opened up innumerable 
opportunities, forms, possibilities. But so soon as 
one reflects, one sees that if change does bring new 
things, still it leaves none of them. 
They are as 


. rapidly left behind as they are acquired. That is 
t<£*ay, sheer movement, change, affords no constant 
content. for the inner life. Change for the sake of 
the change has no : meaning and no value. There is 
change, for example, in exchanging measles for 


eager longing lor more and more rapid movement." — ~ 
out of our attempt to explain all reality by change alone, we havo come 
to wonder what all the excitement and toil and confused hurry, pro- 
duces that may be caUed worth while.
